It remained for A. L. Gary to un­ 
cover a bit of Rush count v news­ 
paper history which Rush county his­ 
torians up to (bitt* have overlooked. 
When the recent Centennial history 
o f the county was issued, it was felt 
that the newspaper section was very 
well covered, but NIr. Gary has dis­ 
covered that “a” Daily Republican 
was issued before March, 1904, when 
tin* present Daily Republican changed 
from a semi-weeklv. 
NIr. Gary found among old clip­ 
pings and papers perserved by the 
mother of Walter (ling, near (ling 
Station, in the house now occupied 
bv Hubert Jones, a copy of I lie Rush­ 
ville Daily Republican issue*! Thurs­ 
day, September 15, 
ISSI. 
It 
was 
labeled volume one, number three, in­ 


dicating that at least three succes­ 
sive issues were put out, if not any 
more. 


The fact that this was tin* week 
of the annual Rush county fair, i- 
bali eved to account for Un* paper, 
because no county history 
records 
that any Daily Republican was is­ 
sued regularly prior to March, 1904. 
At ibis time F. (). Cole was owner 
and editor o f the Republican, hav­ 
ing purchased it from John F. Moses 
in April, ISSI. 
It was a custom in weekly and 
semi-weekly days, it is recorded, to 
issue a paper 
daily during fair 
xveek. The front page of the Sey» 
tember 15 issue in question w as de­ 
voted to news of the county fair and 
advertisements, which h a r k s back to 
the day when none of the present 
business men in Rushville now were 
in business.

County Newspaper Historians Fail to 


Discover This Fact in Recent Re- 
searches — Heretofore Thought 
First Daily Was Printed in March 
I90J«—What Advertisements and 
Items Recall to Present Genera- 
tion. 


It remained for A. L. Gary to un- 


cover a bit of Rush county news- 
paper history which Rush county his- 
torians up to date have overlooked. 
When the recent Centennial history 
of the county was issued, it was felt 
that the newspaper section was very 
well covered, but Mr. Gary has dis- 
covered that "a" Daily Republican 
was issned before March, 1904, when 
the present Daily Republican changed 
from a semi-weekly. 


Mr. Gary found among old clip- 


pings and papers perserved by the 
mother of Walter Ging, near Gins 
Station, in the house now occupied 
by Hubert Jones, a copy of ilie Rush- 
ville Daily Republican issued Thurs- 
day, September 15, 1881. It was 
labeled volume one, number three, in- 


dicating that at least three succes- 
sive issues were put out, if not any 
more. 


The fact that this was the week 


of the annual Rush county fair, is 
believed to account for the paper, 
because no county history records 
that any Daily Republican was is- 
sued regularly prior to March, 1904. 
At this time IT. 0. Cole was owner 
and editor of the Republican, hav- 
ing purchased it from John F. Moses 
in April, 1881. 


It was a custom in weekly anil 


semi-weekly days, it is recorded, to 
issue a paper 
daily during fair 


week._ The front page of the Sea» 
temher 15 issue in question was de- 
voted to news of the county fair and 
advertisements, which harks back to 
the day when none of the present 
business men in Rushville 'now were 
in business.

That Country Will he Reached in 


Case Questions Arise Which 


Might Need an Answer

Washington, Oct. 29.—The ques- 


tion 'of protection of France ajjainst 
potential 
German 
aggression 
will 


arise in the coining arms limitation 
conference. 


Germany, however, will, not be in- 


vited to send a delegate or delega- 
tion, according to present plans, de- 
spile the fact that she is now put- 
ting 
out feelers for an invitation. 


The conferees hold that there is a 
sufficiently large attendance list now 
and that when questions touch'n.a; 
Germany arise, Hiat nation can be 
reached easily through (he repara- 
tions commission or other channels. 


France at the moment is nurshi<: 


the old idea of a triple alliance— 
France, Kngland and America—as a 
,;iiarjintee against possible repetition 
of Germany's sweep 
into northern 


France. 


This will not meet with favor here. 
While American military authori- 


ties share the British view that Ger- 
many for the time being is quitj im- 
potent the conference will undoubt- 
edly undertake some sort of guar- 
antee for the future, according .to 
authoritative information today. 


The nature of this guarantee is 


withheld but the United Press is in- 
formed 
that France will probably 


be content with the "scheme. 


Land disarmament will be subor-
